PARIS. — The French government 
ammounced yesterday ‘it will resist 
demands by the ‘hijackers of the 
Air France airbus to hand over a 
pro-Palestinian prisoner held in a 
French jail, one of 53 prisoners 
wanted in exchange for the aircreft 
and over 250 passengers and crew 
members. 

Foreign Minister Jean Sauvag- 
nargues said President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing, who flew back dur- 
.ing the morning from the Western 
economic summit in Puerto Rico, 
‘was very concerned about the plight 
of the hostages. 

Sauvagnargues, who was attend- 
ing a Common Market ministerial 
session im , added: “Our 
position is one of great firmness. 
‘We ghail not give in to pressure 
which we consider inadmissible.” 

France's show of verbal tough- 
ness ‘towards the airbus terrorists 
is certainly due in part to the 
hijackers’ statement accusing France 
‘of “conducting an anti-Arab policy 
since Charlemagne.” ‘The govern- 
ment couki not react meekly to 
thelr threat that “the Arab people 
wR rexry out. revrisais cge'ast 
those two Zionists, the French Min- 
istere of the interior and of justice.”

There was no official reaction 
from the Government here last night 
— but officials indicated that Is- 
rael’s long-standing policy not to 
treat with terrorists still applied. 

Much will depend, though, they 
acknowledged, on the positions taken 
by other states involved — both the 
states required to give up impri- 
soned terrorists and the states whose 
nationals are among the hostages. 

Intense diplomatic contacts are 
proceeding with these states — and 
officials indicated late last night 
bar So far there seemed to be a 

idespread resolve not to surrender 
to the hijackers’ demands. 

Although Radio Kampala yester- 
day broadcast what purported to be 
a full list of the imprisoned terrorists 
whose release the hijackers have 
demanded, officials here said the gov- 
erament’s information was still in- 
complete. More precise information 
would be coming in through Paris, 
the officials said. 

Premier Rabin held consultations 
with top ministers and officials at the 
Knesset yesterday — but partici- 
pants were tight-lipped after the 
meeting, referring only to France's 
primary responsibility for the welfare 
of the hostages. 

The full Cabinet is to meet today 


for a report on the situation. But 
officials said no Gecisions were ex- 
pected yet. (The hijackers fixed to- 
morrow at two p.m. as the deadline

In the past, Israel has agreed to 
release prisoners in exchange for 
Idjacked passengers on two oc- 
casions. In September 1965, 16 Arab 
prisoners, none of them terrorists, 
were set free after Algeria released 
the 12 ΕἸ Al crew and passengers 
held for 40 days, after being hijacked. 
The release was termed “2 humani- 
tarian gesture” towards the Italian 
Government, which helped negotiate 
the deal. 

In December 1969, 71 Egyptians 
and Syrians were released in a three- 
way deal. Two hijacked TWA pas- 
sengers who had been held in Da- 
mascus for five months and two Is- 
raeli pilots shot down over Egypt 
were repatriated in exchange for the 
71, who included 13 Syrians and 58 
Egyptians, among them pilots, spies 
and saboteurs. 

In another exchange, Fatah ter- 
rorist Mahmoud Hejazi was released 
in 1971 in exchange for Shmuel Ro. 
senwasser, the 59-year-old watch- 
man, who was imprisoned in Syria 
for 14 months after being kidnapped 
on the border near Mctulla. 

In all cases where hostages hove 
been held in terror attacks in Is- 
rael, the authorities have refused

40 on list in Israel

The Air France Airbus hijackers 
in Entebbe yesterday demanded the 
release of 53 convicted terrorists in 
return for freeing the some 250 
passengers being held as hostages. 
The list given by the skyjackers 
include 40 held in Israel, six in 
West Germany, five in Kenya, one 
in Switzerland and another in 
Fiance. 


Many names on the list were 
unrecognizable as their spelling ap- 
to have been distorted in the 
course of their trausfer into another 
langusge by Ugandrn officiels. 
Among those reported to be held 
in Israel only four names could be 
recognized clearly. These were of 
Kozo Okamoto, sentenced in July 
1972 to life imprisonment; Arch- 
bishop Hilarion Capucci, sentenced 
in December 1974 ‘to 12 years in 
jail; Fatima Barnawi, sentenced to 
fe in January 1968 and William 
Nasser, sentenced in May 1968 to 
life imprisonment. All were in- 
volved either in terrorist attacks or 
bombing attempts. Capucci was 
jailed after having ‘deen caught 
smuggling explosives from Beirut 
to Jerusalem on behalf of the 
Fatah.

KAMPALA, Uganda. —- After ‘the 
armed hijackers ‘had isgued their 
demands for the release of 53 jailed 
Palestinians and sympathizers, the 
250 ‘hostages being held at Entebbe 

i were yesterday reported to 
be “comfortable.” Théy had spent 
Monday night sleeping on benches 
and armchairs or on the floor of 
the disused air terminal’s main 
lounge. 

Uganda authorities said the os- 
tages were well and that a “full- 
time medical team” was at the old 
‘Entebbe airport terminal ‘transit 
lounge where the captives are being 
held. 

Ugandan president Idi Amim, in 
an aielal statement, urged the 
hijackers to release old women, 
children and anyone who might de 
sick, He also declared ‘his support 
“for the Palestine people.” 

Amin said there were more than 
100 Israelis among the captives, not 
about 80 as previously reported. 

Amin twice drove up to the air- 
port and chatted with the passen- 
gers. Sources in Entebbe said he 
specially seemed to pick out the 
Israelis, whom ‘he assured they were 
his “friemds and guests.” 

Radio Uganda said late yesterday 
the hijackera had refused a request 
to let International Red Cross offi- 
cials vistt. the hostages. ‘The fhijack- 
ers described the Red Cross as “2 
stooge of imperialism and Zionism.” 

‘The terrorists said yesterday 
“severe and heavy penalties" would 
follow if their demand for the 
freedom of 58 jailed Palestinian 


sympathizers were not met. 

‘The terrorists, reportedly mem- 
bers of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, whose six- 
point ransom demands were broad- 
cast by Uganda Radio, said the 53 
detainees had to be flown to Ugan-. 
da's Entebbe airport and the ex- 
change completed before 1200 GMT 
tomorrow. 

According to French sources, 
three hijackers are in the air 
terminal lounge, and the other two 
are still aboard the plane. The 
Ugandan army is being kept some 
60 metres away from the terminal 
by the hijackers’ threat to “blow up 
everything” should they draw any 


closer.

Three new ‘Allon plan’ 
settlements approved

Three new gettlements sites on 
the West Bank — all within the 
ambit of the “Allon plan" — were 
approved by the Ministerial Settle- 
ment Committee under Yisrael 
Galili yesterday. One is near alia 
on the Dead Sea, and the other two 
are near Kochav Hashahar, north- 
eas of Nablus, on the first range 
of hills rising up from the Jordan 
Rift. 

The three will be “ma'ahazim” 
military posts occupied by Nahal 
troops. 

Kochav Hashahar itself, presently 
also a Nahal "mahaz,” will now 
become a “he’ahzut" — one stage 
closer to a civilian séttlement, the 
Committee decided yesterday. (In 
a “he’ahzut" the Nahal_ soldiers 
engage in agriculture or industry, 
as well as in purely garrison duties, 
thus preparing the place for event- 
ual transformation into a civilian 
settlement. In a “‘ma'ahaz” there 
is no extra-military activity.) 


Sabotage, bloodshed feared; 
Israel ship home today

HAIFA. — Fear of “sabotage and 
possible bloodshed" from the crew 
of an Israeli merchant vessel, ac- 
cording to its captain, has caused 
her to be rerouted back to her home 

port here. 

Capt. Ephraim Marcovitz of the 
MLS, Persimon Core, the only Israel 
flagship of the Maritime Fruit Car- 
riers still sailing, was due to bring 
his ship here today. 

The ship was carrying a consign- 
ment of one million cases of oranges 
to Rotterdam, but last Thursday her 
master, Marcovitz, radioed the com- 
pany of his fears of possible vio- 
lence and sabotage, The crew is 
angered by not having been paid 
and by facing dismissal without 
severance pay once the ship docked 
in Rotterdam. It was felt that the 
vessel would probably have been 


Y; attached there at once by the com- 


pany's creditors. 

Marcovitz refused to budge from 
his decision to return to Haifa des- 
pite repeated company orders to 
proceed to Rotterdam.

French visitor’s appeal of 
detention order denied

HAIFA. — A District Court judge 
here yesterday denied an appeal of 
the detention order against Catherine 
Levy, the French woman suspected 
of having had contacts with ter- 

rorist organizations. 

Judge Eliezer Bar denied the ap- 
peal after reading a classified 
police document on the suspicions 
against her. But he urged the 
police to conclude their investiga- 
tion as soon as possible. He also 
said Levy's request for better de- 
tentlon conditions be granted. 

The suspect, 34, was arrested on 
arrival last Wednesday aboard the 
5.5. Apollonia, and remanded into 
15 days’ custody. Yesterday she 
continued to deny any connection 
with terrorists, explaining that she 
had come for social research. 

After the hearing, Levy spoke 
with her attorneys, Ali Rafa of 
Haifa and Leah Zemel of Jeru- 
salem. Rafa told The Jerusalem 
Post ‘his client had been interrogat- 
ed for ten hours one day and 
submitted to a Ue detector test the 
mext morning. She had made no 
admissions, and signed nothing, he 


said. The suspect’s father, a judge 
in Paris, phoned after the hearing. 
Rafa assured him his daughter was 
well and hoped to be released with- 
in a few days. 

lan Halevy, a journalist and 
friend of the suspect, told an Itim 
reporter her parents were sending 
a noted French attorney to Haifa 
for consultation. Halevy, a former 
member of the ultra-leftist organi- 
zation, Matzpen, is a correspondent 
for the French newspaper “Libera- 
tion,” which has similar political 
leanings. Levy has also worked for 
the paper. Halevy said his friend 
was a sociologist whose specializa- 
tion was labour relations. She was 
doing research for the French Na- 
tional. Institute for Scientific Re- 
search.

Councils," he explained.

TEL AVIV. A new medical 
instrument and test method, de- 
veloped at the Weizmann Institute, 
will help save hundreds of lives of 
premature babies whose lungs col- 
lapse at dirth. 

Details of the instrument and the 
test method were disclosed here 
yesterday by officials of the Weiz- 
mann Institute; of the Elscint 
Company of Haifa and the U.S., 
which constructed the $12,000 ins- 
trument, and of the Sheba Medical 
Centre at Tel Hashomer, where 
the method and the instrument were 
tested during the past three months. 

The breakthrough was announced 
simultaneously at a press conference 
in New York by officiais of the 
Sheba Medical Centre and Elscint, 
and a representative of a major 
New York hospital where the ins- 
trument was tested. The hospital, 
however, chose to remain unnamed 
until its test results are published 
in medical journais. 

About 100 prematurely born 
babies die in Israel each year be- 
cause their lungs collapse at birth. 
Another 200 survive the collapsed 
lungs, but develop other ailments, 
often leading to mental retardation. 
* It has been known for several 
years that the lungs of the foetus 
become “ripe” when their surface 
tension reaches a specific rate.

You can 
stop smoking

TEL AVIV, Only ‘those con- 
sciously convinced ‘that they ought 
to stop smoking can actually be 
helped to quit smoking. This is 
the chief finding of an extensive 
psychological gludy carried out at 
Tel Aviv University by ‘the hus- 
band-and-wife team, Professors Shu- 
lamit and Hans Kreitler, together 
with Anton Shahar of ‘the Univer- 
sity. ᾿ 
‘The researchers say that the same 
holds true not only for smokers 
but also for over-eaters and drug- 
addicts: to drop a bad habit one 
must first be converted to the 
belief that this must be done. 

Among the factors studied were 
‘thé behavioural treatment in the 
anti-smoking programme, ‘the smok- 
er’s personality and ‘his conviction 
regarding the need to stop smoking. 

According to the findings only 
those ‘consciously cognizant of the 
need to. stop smoking, can with 
any certainty be expected to suc- 
ceed in actually staying away from 
cigarettes. 

The Kreitlers are now busy put- 
ting together a programme which 
will ‘have the smoker or ‘the over- 
eater's attitudes 88 its target. 

The research was partially fin- 
anced by the Israel Anti-Cancer

New birth test will save baby’s lives 


for a test — a harmless procedure 
with little if any side effects if 
performed by competent medical 
personnel, 

In testing the method .and the 
instrument at Sheba Medical Cen- 
tre, fluid samples were taken 80 
times, from 49 mothers. (In some 
eases a sample had to be taken 
several times, to find the time 
when the baby was ready for 
delivery.) All of the tests proved 
the method's success. 

The value of the instrument, ac- 
cording to doctors from Tel Ha- 
shomer, is in enabling delay of 
premature birth (by use of appro- 
priate drugs) until the baby’s lungs 
are ripe; or, in permitting the 
earliest possible delivery of the 
baby if the mother’s condition en- 
dangers its life. In one case, 8 
woman suffering from high blood 
pressure which was likely to Kill 
her baby, was delivered of a 
healthy baby in the 32nd week. (A 
normal pregnancy runs 40 weeks.) 

Elscint's representatives said there 
were several dozen such instru- 
ments on their production line, but 
they would not say how many will 
be built in all. However, they felt 
it would not be long before every 
maternity ward in the world realizes 
they should have one. It takes less 
than an hour for a doctor or 8 
nurse to learn how to use it

The demand for tickets 
is so great that many performances 
are sold out months in arvance, the 
box office opens only one day in 
every 10 and each night eager fans 
try to persuade the lucky few to part 
with their tickets. - 

For the Bolshoi bi-centenary, 
groups of dancers and singers — 
cultural workers as they are called 
-— are touring the Soviet Union per- 
forming on major construction sites 
while others give ‘creative reports" 
to workers in factories, collective 
farms and service industries. 

Under the Communist philosophy, 
instruction rather than entertain- 
ment is the theoretical aim of the 
theatre's glittering productions, 
Every one of the Bolshoi's present 
repertoire of 30 operas and 20 
ballets, from Glinka's 1842 ‘Ivan 
Susanin" to a planned ballet set to 
Mozart's 40th Symphony must carry 
an inspirational ‘“‘socialist realist’ 
message.

Salar Alto in Southern Spain. 

* Named Calar Alto 1, the galaxy 
‘nad previously been obscured by 
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t-red, diffuse object, the 
‘spokesman for the Max Planck 
Society here said. 

About 10 million light years from 
the Earth, Calar Alto 1 is one of 
about 20 galaxies clustered near the 
Milky Way. An estimate of its size 
was unavailable, but scientists said 
it was “relatively large.” 

Because the newly discovered 
galaxy means there is more mass in 
the universe, the spokesman ex- 
plained, the gravitational pull of the 
parts of the universe on each other 
may be great enough to brake the ex- 
pansion and cause everything to 
come back to the centre again. (AP)

“AUSCHWITZ would have been jm- 
possible had Christians not been in- 
doctrinated against the Jews for 
2,000 years.” ; 

This is the opinion of Mrs. Claire 
Huchet-Bishop, the French Roman 
Catholic president of the Inter- 
national Council of Christians and 
Jews, now concluding its conference 
in Israel. 

Hitler, she added, dared to impose 
the ‘‘final solution” only because he - 
knew there would be no great opposi- 
tion. '‘And J don't just mean in Ger- 
many, but all over Europe." 

Today. she said, the world is again 
in chaos. The leaders of the so-called 
liberation movements evade the fact 
that working for human liberation 
includes working for the liberation of 
the Jews. 

It is the Jews, she noted, that in 
every age challenge every kind of 
idolatry. What is happening in 
Russia today is perhaps the beat ex- 
ample. 

“You, the Jews, have to be the 
light," she said. "You have accepted 
it. I know, 3,000 years ago, but you 
have accepted it and suffered bitter- 
ly for it." 

As to how Israel should act in its 
present situation. she was unwilling 
to offer an opinion. ‘But I hope that 
whatever is the consensus, you will 
not forget your unique role — to be 
the light." 

Mrs. Huchet-Bishop did, however, 
stress that her organization now 
recognizes the importance of Eretz 
Israel for the Jews, not only in 
Israel, but everywhere. This is a 
jong way for the movement which, 
when it was established in Oxford 30 
years ago, included some prominent 
anti-Zionists and steered away from 
the “Palestine question."

Then, there was the woncerful 
pronouncement of the French 
bishops in 1973, when they asked the 
Catholics to recognize the legitimate 
value of Judaism. “Of course." she 
said, “for us who are working in this 
sphere it is not much, but {t is 
something."

IN THIS bicentennial period when 
everyone is making glowing com- 
parisons between the two 
democracies, israel and the U.S.. I 
should ke to point out some areas 
where israel could profit from the 
American experience under 
freedom. 

Israelis make mistakes and suffer 
from the same shortcomings that 
other men do. In a number of areas, 
the young country falls far short of 
what 15 expected in a democracy. 
and in many of these areas she can 
ignore what America has to offer 
only at ber peril. 

A fundamental precept of 
democracy ia that government is 
designed as an instrument for the 
people, that it is responsible to the 
people, not to parties nor elected of- 
ficlals. This concept has still to be 

in Israel. It rarely oceurs to 
the government employee in Israel. 
in his brusque relations with the 
public, that {t is the taxpayer that is 
his employer. Emanating from an 
Eastern European background, 
where there was no democratic in- 
terplay between a people and its 
rulers, influenced by a Mandatory 
Government which did not reflect 
the wishes of those it governed, and 
caught up in the web of party politics 
which stressed loyalty to party over 
everything else, the Israeli civil ser- 
vant simply does not possess a 
Western approach to democracy. 

But just ag democracy stresses 
government toward 
the people, it also demands of the 
people that they be good citizens, not 
only of their country, but of their 
communities as well. In Israel there 
exists a strange imbalance: the peo- 
ple are highly conscious of national 
goals and identify themselves with 
them. Thus Israelis voluntarily tax 
themselves to achieve the “‘ingather- 

willingly 


understanding of municipal and 
neighbourhood responsibility. It 
scarcely occurs to any Israeli that, 
after elections are over and done 
with, he has a continuing respon- 
sibllity toward his fellow townsmen, 
and that not everything can be left to 


PERIODICALLY a cry arises for a 
realignment of the party system in 
America, or at the very least for 
some strategy by which one or the 
other major party can achieve 2 
“new majority." 

It happened in 1932, when 
Roosevelt's ‘great coalition'’ ended 
12 years of Republican rule and 
brought the Democrats to power for 
twent 


ity. 

It happened in 1960 with the ‘new 
politics" of John Kennedy, and in 
1964 with the desperate Goldwater 
effort to get a majority by uniting the 
Republican and Democratic right 
wings. It happened in 1968 after 
Richard Nixon's victory over Hubert 
Humphrey, with Kevin Phillips’ 
“emerging Republican majority,” 
and again in 1972 after Nixon's 
landslide victory, when it jooked as if 
the flattened Democrats could never 
again pick themselves up off the 


oor. 

Et is happening once more in 1976, 
with the dark pessimism of both con- 
servative and liberal Republicans 
about their party's narrow present 
base and its future prospects.

THE APATHY that characterizes 
the average government official in

Members of a political party in the 
U.S. are free to express their 
differences. Such is not the case in 
Israel where partes are rigidly un- 
susceptible to new ideas, and a vote 
against one's party is construed aa 
striking a blow against one’s own 
flesh and blood.
